One of the AEC’s original 
employes and a veteran of the 
Manhattan (atom bomb) Project, 
Flaherty said that the AEC hasn't 
decided how and where to store 
nuclear waste. But surface storage 
is a likely first phase, followed bv 
long term interment in stable salt 
formations, he said. 


“ Actually the simplest of all is to 
put these things in steel casks and 
put them on the surface out there in 
the desert someplace in one of those 
areas that’s already dedicated to 
these things,” Flaherty detailed. 
“ Take the site north of Las Vegas, a 
bomb test station.”

HOUSTON (U PI) — Space officials look philosophically 
at the faltering gyroscope aboard Skylab much like a man 
with a worn out old car: he hopes it can get him to work just 
a few more times until he can find something new. 
The 100-ton lab's vital stabilization device, one of only 
two working ones left, performed so poorly Wednesday that 
otherwise cheerful engineers admitted they think its slowly 
going through its death throes. 
Skylab 3 pilots Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. Gibson and 
William R. Pogue would be in no danger if the gyro quit 
working, nor would they necessarily have to come home 
earlier than the planned Feb. 8 splashdown, but their 
research work would be sharply curtailed 
“ It’s like a bearing in your car,” flight director Neil 
Hutchinson said. “ When you first hear it you say, ‘Hmm, 
wonder what that is?’

In the end. the American pyramids may be underground, 
not as obvious as their Egyptian forerunners, but just as 


momentous. Salt formations, Flaherty said, have been 
geologically stable for millions of years and probably w ill 


be for millions more, offering, he indicated, a safe resting 


iplace for the hot wastes There is no plan, he added, for 


storing wastes from foreign plants in American facilities. 
Leaks of radioactive materials, from plants as well as 


from storage facilities, has emerged as a controversial 


issue surrounding the nuclear power program — in an 
overblown way. Flaherty believes 
A shocker in the nation's nuclear saga came in July of 


last year when the Los Angeles Times reported that long- 
lived radionuclides like Strontium 90 and Carbon 14, had 
been leaked from the AEC’s reservation in Hanford, 
Washington, where liquid wastes from the nuclear weapons 
program are kept The report also said that these may 
accumulate in the bodies of some animals, including man. 
in the food chain in dangerous levels of radioactivity 
“ Well, I ’m not personally or greatly fam iliar with the 
situation at Hanford That was never within my direct 
control or responsibility. ’ Flaherty answered, but of 
course the nuclides like Strontium are very widespread 
You can go out and find them out here on the fairways of 
the golf course. The source in this case is the nuclear 
fallout from weapons testing But they're so far below the 
level of health hazard that people just don't worry about 
them These are regularly measured.“ 
The AEC is embarking on a program to solidify all 
wastes, Flaherty added, to allow safer solid storage. 
Another route critics propose for lethal radio active 
materials to find their way into the environment is the 
reactor Loss of Coolant Accident (LOCA) in which, as it’s 
envisioned, the nuclear pile of a power plant would melt 
through its containment structure and escape into the 
environment 
The focus of this question has been the ECCS, the 
Emergency Core Cooling System, installed in all nuclear 


plants and approved and inspected by the AEC. Critics have 


doubted the reliability of the ECCS after a semi-scale test 
in which steam generated in a simulated overheating 


nuclear core kept coolant water from entering the reactor 
pressure vessel, setting up a melt down situation 
“ I hate even to call them «the tests) semi scale," 


Flaherty said. “ They were just little pieces of pipes in the 


laboratory. They proved that you can drive water out of a 


pipe if you put steam into the other end That's something 


most people could have told you without doing the 
experiment.” 
The sub-scale experiment was performed in the first 


place, Flaherty said, only because the agency wasn't set up 
for full scale ECCS testing. 
But the AEC, contracting through the Phillips Petroleum 
Company, has begun larger scale tests with the Loss Of 
Fluid Test < LOFT > program In this series of experiments, 


an actual nuclear reactor w ill be subjected to loss of 
coolant accidents and other tests requiring performance of 
emergency backups. 
The reactor w ill be water cooled, like those at Diablo 
Canyon, but w ill be well below their power scale, with a 
rating of 50 megawatts versus 1,000 megawatts for each 
Diablo reactor. A megawatt is a million watts. 
The testing. Flaherty said, should be well underway this 
year. 
“ But 
I 
expect 
the 
result 
of 
all 
this 
safety 
experimentation,” Flaherty predicted, “ to be a relaxation 


of the safety standards rather than a tightening, and I hope 
that’s what happens so that reactors that are now on the 


line and are limited to 60 to 70 per cent of their power 
(because of concern with the ECCS) are licensed to go 
ahead and use their full power “ 
As to what would happen should a nuclear core of a power 
plant melt down, Flaherty asserted that no one knows It's 
never happened. One of the burdens of the nuclear power 
industry in this respect, he suggests, is that it’s never 
experienced such an accident to demonstrate its backup 
machinery. 
The AEC in 1957 prepared a document, designated WASH- 
740, in which the probable results were calculated of such a 
radioactive release from a small reactor compared to 
today’s ratings. The results outlined a full disaster, with 
human death, injury and genetic damage within a radius of 
dozens of miles, and increased susceptibility to a variety 
of diseases within a radius of hundreds of miles more 
But WASH-740, said Flaherty, was overblown because its 
actual purpose was to back legislative action to provide 
insurance for nuclear power personnel. The report, he 
characterized, painted “ the blackest possible picture" for 
this reason

The Fight: 
When private fears collide

"You in trouble, Joe,’ warned 
NEW YORK - (NEA) 
Muhammad Ali’s mouth. 
“Do I look scared?” asked Joe Frazier, pointing a rhetori­ 
cal, menacing and, yes, amused, fist, at Ali’s 32 gorgeous 
choppers. “ Look at me shakin. 
The fearsome repartee took place recently at a Manhattan 
pub to fan the fare for the upcoming fight between the two 
former heavyweight boxing champions. They will meet in 
what is being billed as The Fight 11; not since Corinthians II 
or Super Bowl VIII has there been anything of such awesome 
significance. 
Despite the hvped-up hurly-burly, this battle does not match 
The Fight I, fought three years ago. Then Ali was coming 
back from exile. Frazier had won the vacant title. The Fight 
I had all the earmarks of a pugilistic Armageddon. Ali, the 
individualist, seemed to be carrying the banner for the un­ 
derdog, or somebody. Frazier, carrying the banner for 
Frazier, was unwillingly made into a kind of foil for Ali. 
All the racial, political and sociological ramifications 
seem to have faded in the course of time. Now, there is only 
the pure fisticuffs left. 
The encounter at the press reception was a kind of birth­ 
day celebration for the pair Ali turned 32, Frazier 30. They 
are getting old as athletes go. And this fight might be a turn­ 
ing point in their respective careers. 
It is conceivable that fear will play a greater part in this 
fight than in any t ight either has ever had. Perhaps, then, 
Frazier was shaking, if not in body then in psyche. And, 
possibly, so was Ali 
After their last bruising 15-round scuffle, winner Frazier 
spent a week m a hospital having his armor re-riveted. He 
has fought very little since then — enough, though, to have 
lost his first pro fight and his title to George Foreman. 
Alt, after iosing his own first pro fight stayed clear of the 
hospital. But Frazier’s wrecking-ball rights caused such a 
swelling that Ali had an awful time the next couple days try­ 
ing to hoist the head off his pillow. 
Soon, Ali, who had never before been lumped, bloodied or 
otherwise manhandled, suffered a broken jaw in a tight with 
Ken Norton. 
Vincibility had set in for both combatants. One wonders 
about the fears now The pose in the ring is to be fearless. Yet 
the fighting future of these two prideful exchampions is in 
jeopardy. The slide downhill will be given a good push for 
the loser. 
One also wonders about the fear ot physical damage, since 
now both empirically know what mavhem the other is capa­ 
ble of. 


Frazier admits that he has known fear, but only outside the 
ring. When he was a boy in South Carolina he tried diligently to 
avoid the society of ghosts. He was also afraid of the dark. 
“ I don’t know why, Frazier said, “but 1 guess it was from 
bein’ raised in the country. You hear owls, you know — In the 
country you go out at night to the pumps and stuff to get 
water, and it s pitch dark there, man; you can’t even see your 
hands. And things fly in front of you — or a rabbit, a coon or 
a deer jumps out in front of you, but you can’t see it...’ 
Ali, too. has known fear. Sugar Ray Robinson told about it 
in his autobiography, “Sugar Ray,” written with Dave An­ 
derson. 
Ray said to Ali, in a private moment when Ali had decided 
to refuse the military draft: "But if you go to jail, none ot 
those other Muslim leaders are going to jail with you...” 
“ But I’m afraid, Ray. I’m real afraid,” said Ali. 
“ Afraid of what?” said Robinson. “Afraid of the Muslims it 
you don’t do what they told you?” 
Ali didn’t answer. 
Once, though, Ali was more forthright about the chinks in 
his courage. It was on a television talk show after he had 
knocked out Sonny Liston in the first round. Author Norman 
Mailer, a co-guest, was expounding a long-winded theory ot 
why Ali had stood over Liston and shouted at him amidst the 
roar of the crowd. “You were screaming at Liston to get up 
because you wanted to prove how great you were as a 
fighter, so you could knock him down again.” 
"No, “replied Ali? "I was screaming at him to stay down. It 
he got up, that big ugly bear could have hurt me.”

Nixon and resignation 


I propose, on completion of these 
words, to march them over to a 
printer, 
shrink them to penny- 
postcard size, and, wordlessly, to 
hand them out to elevator men, 
Hollywood stars, and corporation 
presidents who ask me, as everyone 
is asked 
these days, 
the one 
question: "M r 
Buckley, do you 
think Nixon will resign?" 
If there were time, I would 
answer roughly as follows... 


There are several Nixons. 
The first Nixon is 
the one that comes 
most 
readily 
to 
mind 
About him 
the cliche is he will 
never quit. It is 
uncharacteristic of 
him He is a deter­ 
mined, 
stubborn 
man 
who 
fought 
most of his adult 
life to be President 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
He 
likes 
being President. 
He 
likes 
the 
power 
of 
the 
Presidency, the usufructs of the 
Presidency, and the romance of the 
Presidency You won’t drive that 
man out of the White House until the 
limousine pulls up to the door on 
Inauguration Day, 1977. 
That is Nixon One. Nixon Two is 
the political realist. He is the man 
who can cooly survey the political 
situation and draw the necessary 
conclusions, 
when 
there 
are 
necessary conclusions. It was that 
Nixon who, having expended himself 
at the Governor’s Conference in 
Cleveland in 1964 trying to organize 
a 
Stop-Goldwater 
movement, 
recognized it wouldn’t work Then, 
unlike the hapless William Scranton 
who 
went on 
to 
try 
to 
stop 
Goldwater and ended by looking like 
Harold Stassen, Nixon Two drew 
back, recognized Goldwater wasn’t 
going to make it, and — supported 
Goldwater 
lustily. 
That 
single 
decision 
brought 
him 
the 
Republican 
nomination 
in 
1968 
Otherwise it would have gone to — 
Reagan; yes, Reagan And Nixon 
knew that. This Nixon, the political 
realist, 
is 
capable 
of 
judging 
whether 
there 
is 
going to be 
impeachment plus conviction, and 
of either a ) acting to try to abort the 
case against him by hard political 
maneuvering; or b) accepting the 
inevitable and resigning. He has not 
at this moment concluded that the 
political reality is that he will be 
deposed. 
There is Nixon Three. 
Nixon 
Three 
is a withdrawn, 
moody, 
introspective man who revels in a 
pain that is often self-inflicted. It is 


a Nixon who works ever harder 
than necessary to get the good 
grade, or to qualify for the football 
team, or memorize the name of the 
ward leader. It is the Nixon who will 
make himself stay up all night 
before 
deciding 
on 
a 
Vice- 
Presidential running mate, not so 
much because he is thereby better 
equipped to pick the right man, but 
because he likes to be able to say, "I 
stayed up all night worrying about 
this one." 
It is the Nixon who blurts out in 
the prepared speech that he will 
continue to work ‘‘sixteen to twenty 
hours a day, seven days a week,” for 
his country. The Nixon who feels 
that all the proper people in the east 
resent him because he did not go to 
an Ivy League college and that 
therefore he will hew to the rotarian 
company 
with 
which 
he 
feels 
comfortable. 
This Nixon feels that he is fated to 
suffer, must suffer; that suffering is 
good 
and 
that 
strength comes 
through adversity. This is the Nixon 
whose mind begins now to turn to 
the ultimate suffering: resignation. 
If, for the man on the make, power 
is an aphrodisiac, for the man facing 
the end, martyrdom is orgasmic. 
There is no other explanation for the 
smile on the face of St. Stephen as 
the archers bent their bows. 
And then, if you can stand it, there 


is Nixon Four. This is Nixon the 
human being. This week’s New York 


Times Sunday Magazine has a 
million-page rehearsal of the entire 
Watergate business. 
One’s eyes 
fasten on a single sentence. "He 
(Nixon) even deducted $1.24 in 
finance charges from Garfinckel’s 
Department Store.” Nixon Four 
could prevail over Nixon One for 
reasons entirely human. Shylock 
spoke for the Jewish race: He might 
as well have spoken for Nixon when 
he said "hath not a Jew eyes? Hath 
not 
a 
Jew 
hands, 
organs, 
dimensions, 
senses, 
affections, 
passions? Fed with the same food, 
hurt with the same weapons, subject 
to the same diseases, healed by the 
same means, warmed and cooled by 
the same winter and summer, as the 
Christian is? If you cut us do we not 
bleed? If you tickle us, do we not 
laugh? If you poison us, do we not 
die9” 
And — the final line — ‘‘and if you 
wrong us, shall we not revenge?” 
Nixon Four is visible walking the 
sands of San Clemente and riding 
economy class in the little jet and 
answering questions about did he 
deduct $1.24 for finance charges 
from Garfinckel’s. 
When 
Nixon 
Four and Nixon Three, espying a 
joint opportunity, fuse their vision, 
then Nixon will resign, not only with 
honor, but with pleasure. 


They re digging a subway here in 
Washington not two blocks from the 
White House, and sometimes at 
night, as you hurry for your bus over 
temporary runways and bouncing 
catwalks you see for a second 
frighteningly far below a gloomy 
light in the cavern under your feet 
and hurry on lest the walkway 
collapse. 
They re digging something else 
here in Washington, too, a political 
excavation 
called 
impeachment, 
that gets deeper, stranger, more 
confused, more daunting every day, 
and sometimes as you hurry along 
you shudder lest the crazy thing 
collapse. 
No, 
it 
won’t. 
America won’t 
collapse. What is happening could, 
in the long run even be beneficial. 
The country is extending in its own 
way the possible path of democracy. 
It is tunneling a passage through an 
impasse we thought couldn’t be 
forced Nearly every day some new 
detonation shakes the structures 
even the White House. Someday our 
children may use the precedents we 
are blasting now and never think of 
the commotion and agony that went 
into them. 
In a few weeks, as it looks now, 
England may hold a general election 
to end a deadlock that threatens to 
ruin her. There would be three or 
four weeks of electoral turbulence 
and then, perhaps, a resolution one 
way or another. It is the traditional 
parliamentary 
safety 
valve 
for 
emergencies like this. 
There is no such apparatus in the 
A m e rica n 
Constitution, 
unfortunately, but the Founding 
Fathers did leave a provision which 
in 
our 
predicament 
we 
are 
rediscovering after 200 years. It is a 
process of impeachment (that is, 
indictment) 
by 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
for 
presidential 
maladministration. The process was 
to be “ a bridle” upon the President, 
explained The Federalist, and it was 
enacted, 
out 
of 
fear 
of 
"encroachments of the executive.” 
Impeachment was not to be a 
verdict of guilt — that would be left 
to a possible two-thirds vote of the 
Senate; impeachment was to be a 
preliminary 
examination 
in the 


House and a finding of probably 
cause. 
These ideas of the presidency are 
so startling to most Americans 


today that we can hardly believe 
them, and yet the Founding Fathers 
were not subversives; it is we who 
have built up a different, mystical 
concept of the imperial presidency. 
The 
rediscovery 
of 
the 
living 
Constitution, 
in 
the 
trauma of 
Watergate, is one of the most 
extraordinary ironies of our history. 
What is an impeachable offense? 
‘‘The 
only 
honest 
answer 
is 
whatever a majority of the House of 
Representatives considers it to be in 
a given moment in history.” Who 
made that astonishing remark? 
Why, Rep. Gerald Ford said it in 
1970, arguing for impeachment of 
Justice William O. Douglas. 
The mood in 
America today 
toward the Administration is not 
unlike the mood toward the Vietnam 
war. Many people loathed it but 
very few were willing to take 
drastic steps to end it. The strangest 
predicament is for the Republicans. 
I do not know one Republican 
politician 
who 
does 
not 
agree 


privately that it would probably be 
better for the party to get rid of the 
President and substitute Gerald 
Ford Gerald Ford is, perhaps, the 
most valuable piece of political 
property in the country today. He is 
big, friendly, candid, direct and 
honest. If he isn’t an intellectual 
giant, 
so what: Are you? At the 
moment he is Mister Clean; just 
what the Republicans most need. 
Alas for him, he is now setting out to 
defend the Administration; the role 
is prepared for him and he must go 
through with it.
